Lecture of William L. Stone on the Early
Newspaper Fress ol America.

A leclure on this subject wae delivered on
Mondey evening, at Library Hall, Bergen, by
Mr. W. L. Btoune, The lecturer’s review ol the
curly newspaper press ol this country embraced
the period anterior to the Revolution. All the
pupers were named in their order, with the time
at which they started respeciively, the namea
of the editors and publishers, with many curi-
oue lpcidents o personal und newspaper history,
The first pross was established in Cambridge,
Mussachusetts, vighteen years siter the landing
of the Pllgrims, where it was operated for
iort‘ly years without a rival in Ameriea. In
1644, censers of the press were ug}miab
ed. In 1674, the firel press was established
in Boston. In 1704 the first cewspaper appeared,
called the Boston News Letler, of the size of a
hudt gheet of loolecap, edited by John Campbell,
who announced, not long afterwards, thay he
whna ‘thirteen months behind in glving the news
from Europe I” In 1719 the Bosten (Fazelle wus
isdued, of which James Franklin was the printer.
In 1721 Franklin established the New England
Courand, and being soon afrer lmprisoned, was
succceded by his brother Benjawmin, Im 1727
Jumes Frankhn esiablished s puper at Newport,
In 1781 the Boston Weekly Rehcarsal—aiterwards
culled the Boston Evening Fost—wns started by
Thomus Fleal, Fleet was a cvoius in his way,
and wrote muny bard hits jor hiz ecolumns.
Curlously cuough, the raother-ndaw of tois Fleet
wis the original Mother Goode, muthoresa of
the world-famous “Mother Goose's Melodies,”
fllrr"'m:rncn' Rhymes” were first printed by
“leet,

New York, It seeme, was Lwenty-one years
behind Boston i wewspaocts, the frst paper
baving been estubllihed In 1725, by Willlam
Bradtord, under the the tivie or the New York
Gazelle. The size was abeut half a gleet of fools-
cap. Eight years subsequently the New York
Weeldy Journal was started by John Thilip
Zengur—the most fearless, it not the most forol-
ble, of the earlier newspaper editors, He was
indleted for Libelling the Govormmeot, was de-
fended by Andrew Hamilton, nud acquilted, re-
ceilving as & public testimonw the freedom of |
the eity in n magnificent*Eold box. In the
coiiree of the lecture Mr, Stone read extracts
from an editorinl by Zenear, writien in 1734,

Hall a dozen other papers wora established in
this city previons to the Revolution, but we
have not epace 10 follow the record further
Mr, StoGe dwelt ut gome length upon the mis
wikes of the press, illustra‘ios them by a few
oapital aneedotes. He also made soma pertl-
nent observations uoon the reldtlonsof the press
